A series of 11 shots, one of 
which entered an apartment, was 
fired at the College Town 
Apartments south of CSUS last 
Thursday night at approximately 
8:28, according to the CSUS 
Public Safety Department 

Witnesses described a white, 
older mode! Plymouth or Chrysler 
containing four or five “yelling and 
screaming’ maies was driven 
through the parking lot as the 
inhabitants discharged ap- 
proximately 11 shots 

One bullet shattered the sliding 
glass door of one apartment and 
lodged itseif into a sheet rock wail 
in the living room. No one Er: 
jured 

My understanding is that ine, 
continued (firing) down the street 
There were more incidents of dis 
charge of the weapon,” said 
Sergeant Sidney Donneli 

The police were unable to 

determine the nationality of the 
Suspects from the witnesses’ 
Statements, but they do not believe 
it was a result of the Iranian 
protest. “It was probably some 
Crazy kiGs who decided to shoot up 
the city,” Lt Robert Scarr said

Despite lofty claims in a two-centuries old 
constitution which outlines a 10 - point bill of rights 
and guarantees the freedom of voting to most adult 
American citizens, and our flag pledge which reads 
“with liberty and justice for ali,” sometimes it is truly 
embarrassing to be an American 

ihe situation in Tehran, where Iranian students 
are holding some 60 Americans hostage in return for 
the deposed shah, has stirred up quite a bit of 
emotion across the country. There have been 
protests and counter-protests from New York to 
Beverly Hills. A local school board officiai and many 
other people have called ior automatic deportation 
of iranian students in the United States. Now 
President Carter has ordered ai! Iranian students to 
register with the immigration service, threatening 
deportation for those illegaliy in our country 

Not to get involved in the merits of the 
Washington - Tehran situation — save that for the 
quad.— but it is unfortunate that the anti - jraniar 
sentiment is being improperly channelied. American 
students debating in the CSUS Librarv Quad or mar 
ching in Beverly Hills often aim then hostility at 
foreign students they believe to be Iranian, only to 
find: themseives facing someone from an Arabic 
country 

On Nov. 9, the Sacramento Bee gave this ac- 

oynt “At least two Mexican - Americans were 
asked by students if they had written ‘your Iranian 
government to protest the taking of hostages 

Saturday night, two foreign students were 
mugged in their apartment compiex just southeast 
of campus neither of them were Iranian — the 
Hornet has learned. While walking towards the 
apariment, the victims claim Americans threw beer 
in the face of a Lebonese student, then broke the 
bottle over nis cheekbone. This student was also hit 


in the head with a baseball bat. Meanwhile, his 
friend, from Jordan, was cut across the neck with a

piece of glass. The whole time, the Americans were 
cursing and yelling you damn lranians 
the victims recalled 

Just because someone has dark skin. biack hair 
and is an engineering major does not make him an 
lranian. Yet people even partiaily fitting this des- 
cription are the butt of American hostility. Too often 
like the incident on Saturday night and many verbal 
assaults made on the quad, this hostility is directed 
at innocent people 

There are thousands of Americans in the Arab 
countries and other parts of the Mideast. What if 
because of Andrew Young’ actions. the Arabs 
began mugging our peopie over there? Then sup- 
pose Americans who were beaten overseas come 
home and began retaliating against Arabs in this 
country. This is the position a lot of “innocent” 
bystanders being mistaken for Iranians are facing 
Afier they get their education, which will probably 
be hampered under such stressful circumstances, 
they may go home and release their animosities 
upon Americans 

Of course, we are not advocating taking people 
hostage in order to blackmaii the United States 
government the deposed shah to 
revolutionists who want to soak the dirt of iran with 
his blood Nor are we condoning the policies of the 
shah or of the Ayatollah Khomeini. Nor are we cali- 
ing for the deportation of ali iranian students, as 
many people are And, we certainly are not en- 
dorsing violence of any sort as a means of protest 

What we are objecting to is not only the unjus- 
tifiable persecution of Arabs and Persins studying in 
cur Country, but also the senseless violence against 
iranians, as well as Americans. When uncalied for 
violence and destruction. like the incident Saturday 
night, is instigated and perpetrated by our fellow 
countrymen, how can one be proud to be an 


American?

waste” and 200 of the shipments 
are spent nuclear fuel 

The spent nuclear fuel’s total 
radioactivity is greater than the 
two million shipments The 
amount of radioactivity on board & 
iruck (shipping spent fuel) is 
almost mind boggling, Reynolds 
said. Exposure to the waste for 30 





The deadline for turning in 
petitions and eligibility forms to 


to 60 seconds would amount to a 
lethal dosage 

The casks used to ship spent 
waste are never inspected before 
being put into use, he ciaimed 
Reynolds sees this leading to a 
problem since the government es- 
timates that shipment will ex- 
perience ‘a 15 - fold increase in the 
future.” Recently, six of the 14 
casks licensed to hoid nuclear 
waste were taken out of service 
because of ieakage 

Two of three burial sites for 
nuclear waste were shut down 
because packages were leaking 
waste, the labeling was inaccurate 
and Casks were being improperiy 
stored

There are no figures from the 
Department of Energy on 
transportation of fuel because “if 
people found out that nuclear 
waste was being carried through 
their backyard they would speak 
Out loudly and strongly against it.’ 

Reynoids cited Sacramento as a 
‘hub of =radioactive material 
transportation.” Shipments com- 
ing from San Francisco, Concord, 
Livermore and Humboidt are being 
shipped to Rancho Seco and Las 
Vegas 

Reynoids explained a need to 
realize shipments will occur even if 
the nuclear industry closes down 
tomorrow because of an ac- 
cumulation of high level waste 

Urging citizens to ask ques- 
tions, Reynolds said, “If nothing 
else place some Phone calls to fire 
departments and city council, but 
Start asking now.’ 

Caroli Bowen, member of the 
UC Nuciear Lab Conversion Pro- 
ject, spoke on “the storage or lack 
of storage” within the US 

There are 75 million gallons of 
liquid waste being stored in tanks 
that are rusting and developing 
cracks, leaking wastes into the soil 
while there has been no progress 
in, finding new storage sites, she 
said 

They know there is no solution 
and stili nobody is doing anything 
about it Some proposed 
solutions are shooting waste into 
space, putting it in the ocean, put- 
ting in it salt mines, and storing itin 
granite. Some pilot projects are 
heating waste with sand to form a 
glass - like substance and produc- 
ing synthetic rocks.

Michael Lorimer, a_ worid 
respected guitarist, performed a 
program of 20th century music of 
the Americas before an overflow 
audience Saturday night in the 
Music Recital Halil. Modern music 
written by composers from the 
United States and Latin America 
provided Lorimer with a diverse 
selection of material which he 
used to demonstrate his finely - 
tuned technique on guitar 

Playing extremely well, Lorimer 
hose material which represented 
@ diverse seiection of modern 
guitar styles The evening began 
with two turn - of - the - century 
rags and moved through a 
soncerto written in 1972 that 
sounded itke a trip down the 
Amazon River 

Even though Lorimer's playing 
was inspiring, the whole concert 
was not wel! received by everyone 
Playing new music involves some 


experimentation and taking 
chances. The majority of the 
evenings material was quite 


accessibie, but at times the music 
was beyond some of the audience 
Even at its wildest though, the 
material could not lessen the 
audiences appreciation of 
Lorimers technique and artistry 
The stru music 
may have been too abstract for 
some of the audience to relate to 
but you Cannot please everyone 
When playing something new or 
uniamiliar, it ts likely that not 
everyone will be caught up in it 


Sture of some of the 


But just because the music is 
not for everyone does noi mean 
experimentation ts not successful 
in order to move forward, new 
music takes chances. 
Deveiopment of new music should 
concern itself with its audience but 
not to the point where it is hindered 
by the fear of not being popularly 
accepted 

A warm round of applause 
greeted Lorimer as soon as he 
appeared onstage Quietly he set 
down and began a Scott Joplin rag 
which built slowly from a soft 
beginning into a moving rhythmic 
piece “Ragtime Nightmare” by 
Tom Perkins followed. These two 
tunes enabled Lorimer to display 
many of the subtle possibilities of 
the guitar in a rhythmic setting 

The next piece. “Seasons,” 
written for Lorimer by William 
Baicom. started with Lorimer whis- 
tling to give an icy chill to winter 
the first season that this cyclic 
piece portrayed As the piece 
progressed Lorimer conjured up 
images of ice thawing, plants 
growing and a simmer hoedown 

Shadows,” a 1977 composition 
by William Albright, was written to 


display the various subtie 
Capabilities of the guitar. The 
moods in this piece move from 


tender to aggressive. Lorimer 
imagined the piece being played 
by ‘spirits, moonstruck ghouls 
picking their guitars and laughing 
notously.” At times the melody 
dominated but often texture and 
were emphasized. At times 
the piece lacked a sense of urgen-

Fleetwood Mac has never 
produced a bad album. Despite, or 
perhaps because of, numerous 
personne! changes during the 
group's 14 year existence, 
Fleetwood Mac has created one of 
rocks greatest catalogues of 
albums 

Fieetwood Mac's new two 

err: set, Tusk, one of the year’s 


major releases, continues the 
trend set by Rumours and 
Fleetwood Mac 


The LP opens with a melan- 
choly Christine McVie com- 
position, “Over and Over.” The 
song is reflective and thoughtful 
giving evidence of the timely 
release of this record. Fleetwood 
Mac has always put a feel of the 
autumn season in their work, most 
noticeably on Bare Trees It is a 
Season that most effectively 
represents the reflective nature of 
many of the band’s compositions 

Over and Over’ is followed by 
Lindsey Buckingham's “The 
Ledge.” The song is a rocker that 
features an irresistable biend of 
vocals and percussion. These two 

@erss although very different in 
heir basic structure, are so 
carefully crafted that one fiows 
into the other with remarkabie 
smoothness Together, the songs 
set the feei for the album 

Tusk contains the standard 
Stevie Nicks compositions that 
nave graced Fieetwood Mac's two 
previous aibums. “Storms” is the 
Musical equivaient of “Dreams 
from Rumours 

One of the LP's finest cuts is 
Nicks’ “Sisters of the Moon.” The 
SONg 1S hauntingly beautiful. Both 
lyrically and Musically it is a rewor- 
king of “Rhiannon 


Fleetwood Mac’s ‘Tusk’ 
proves band is still great 


The song's introduction lasting 
over a minute, begins quietly, with 
a retarded crescendo climaxing 
into Nick's opening vocals 
“intense, silent, as she walks into 
the room Her black robe 
trailing, Sister of the Moon 

As the vocais dissolve into the 
music at the end of the song, the 
instrumentation increases its 
intensity, climaxing once more 
before tapering off at the end 
Such effective use of instrumen- 
tation and vocais to create this 
type of intensity has not been 
heard since Grace Stick did it with 
“White Rabbit” 12 years ago 

With Stevie Nicks and Christine 
McVie writing most of the band’s 
quieter material, Lindsey Buc 
kingham is ieft to create the 
group's rockers “That's Enough 
for Me,” one of the album's quic- 
kies (under two minutes) moves in 
the tradition of “Second Hand 
News.” 


Another Buckingham com- 
position, “Not That Funny,” is 
quite simply, hilarious. The song is 
a novelty, a sing - along kind of 
recording that will hopefully liven 
up the airwaves soon 

But the song that outdoes all the 
rest on the LP is the title cut, and 
the first singie from the album 
‘Tusk” is unique, to Say the ieast 
Sounding more like an African 
jungle chant than a Fleetwood Mac 
song, “Tusk” was recorded live 
with the USC Trojan Marching 
Band at Dodger Stadium 

With Mick Fleetwood’s driving 
drumbeat rivaling the melody as 
the song's most important basic 
element, “Tusk” becomes the im- 
mortal rock ‘n’ roll anthem. it does 
this in a way the Queen's “We Will 
Rock You” attempted but only par- 
tially succeeded in accomplishing 
The song is wild graceful. simpie 
yet compiex and unforgettable 
The same goes for the album

slassic technique, but the group's

unorthodox techniques 
Beating their instruments. with 
their bows, plucking the strings 
rapidly for a percussive effect and 
hitting their instruments with their 
hands were only a few of the fiam- 
boyant techniques Kronos em- 
ployed during the concert. While 
their. approach may be viewed as 
experimental by some, the use of 
unconventional technique is well 
thought out and executed 
While melody and rhythm are 
imporant ingredients of the 
Quartets music, often the 
dominant elements are color. tex- 
tureiand feeling 
Stultherpe's composition is as 
characteristic of Kronos as one 
Ove an be. Scultherpe, an Aus- 
falan. wrote his string quartet in 
1969. basing it on Balinese and in- 
donesian folk music 
There are five movements in the 
piecé. Three movements vary from 
siow| and serene to moderate and 
Passionaie in mood and tempo 
Two faster paced movements

The United States government 
without the knowledge or consent 
of the American people, produced 
three factories in the mid 1950s in 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Ohio 
which consumed 7,000 megawatts 
of electricity. which would take 12 
14 nuclear power plants at normal 
efficiency to produce, to drive a 
motor to enricn uranium

When smalier warheads were 
developed, the bomb program cut 
down its requirements and was left 
with an enrichment surplus. The 
nuclear power program picked up 
the enrichment yield. Himan Ric-

Kimenyi 

In addition to his employment 
problem, Kimenyi faces the pos- 
Sibility of being deported to his 
homeland, Rwanda, by the im 
migration and Naturalization Ser- 
vice. Kimenyi fears that he will be 
killed if he is returned to Rwanda 

“Having dealt with immigration 
on a few cases with a few other 
Students in the past, | know that 
that is like a stone wall,” Comstock 
said. “There is no way any action 
taken by this campus is likely to 
affect their decisions.” 

“May ! correct you on that. 
please,” Kimenyi said. “It's not 
true. I'm sorry but what you said is 
not true.” 

Kimenyi added that if he got a 
permanent job he could not be 
deported, according to in- 
formation he had received from 
documents and immigration 
lawyers 

Also on Thursday, the senate 
overrode budget guideline number 
tw3o in order to fund university 
athletics for national competition 
That action was necessary 
because Weich counted 12 voted 
in favor of overriding the guideline 
when there were actually only 11 at 
& special meeting held two weeks 
ago 

in other action, the senate

He feeis more at home in the water than on land 
It'6 a wonder he doesn't sprout fins and gills for ali 
the hours he spends swimming in pools, rivers and 
oceans 

As a 15-year-old, Charlie “The Tuna” Chapman 
unofficiaily began his career as a marathon 
swimmer 

“I've always been a swimmer, even as a little kid 
muses the CSUS business student. “Once, when my 
father took me to Barbados, | raced this lifeguard out 
to. an oil tanker about three or four miles out in the 
Caribbean 

His first official marathon was a one mile race in 
the San Francisco Bay, sponsored by the Dolphin 
Club. “i had two friends with me who told them (the 
club) | wanted to swim the (English) Channel, so 
they said ‘Let's see your stuff’ | ended up winning 
the race.” Chapman won with atime of 21:18 but was 
not officially recognized because he was not 4 
member of the club 

“One of my greatest challenges,” the Tuna con- 
tinued, “was right here in the Sacramento River The 
Sacramento River is one of the most dangerous 
fivers in the country because you can't see the bot- 
tom. it has floating debris and treacherous current. | 
Was. going against the current. At one time, the tide 
changed and the water level dropped But, | set a 
ew. standard Nobody ever swam 20 miles (Dis- 
covery Park to Merritt's Landing) down the Sac 
ramento River.” 

For his next endeavor, Chapman attempted to set 
@ record in September, 1978 by swimming around 
the isiand of Alcatraz but completed the course an 
hour over the record time. His promoter at that time, 
boxer Henry Clark, thought that the Alcatraz swim 
wouid be a fitting prelude to the 14-mile English 
Crannei, the Tuna’s life-long goal

_ Those are the words of 82 - year - old Margery 
Greenleaf, who commutes from a Carmichael 
fétirement home to take a CSUS Continuation 
Gtudies course called “Writing Contemporary Fic- 
tion.” 

Why is this octegenerian — a published author — 
i@king a college writing Course? 

-. “You're never too old to learn,” she smiles as she 
jeans forward in her chair. “Il am a published writer. 

u see,” she says, gesturing towards a sheif of her 
y20ks. “But | am not ashamed to want to jearn more 
about my craft. Some writers make the mistake of 
thinking that their writing can never be improved 
upon. Well, they're wrong.” 

She setties back in her chair. “i love my family, 
and i'm very proud of my children and 
@randchildren. They're happy, and doing very well 
with their lives. But you can't live through your 
bfiidren and grandchildren. You must live your own 
life.— for yourself. 

«> “lt never went to college. When | was young, 
wemen were not peopie. Oh, my husband was a 
wOnderiul man, | joved him dearly. But he expected 
Mé@ to sit in a nice little house and have a succession 
of babies. 

» "I wanted children, but | also wanted to read 
books, and write stories of my own. But | didn't have 
tune of my own — | was expected to spend ali my 
‘fours with my family.” 

«Mrs. Greenieaf's husband was a civil engineer 
The family of eight traveled across the country, liv- 
ag in nine states and 26 different towns.

f her first novel, which won a Gold Medal

book she is proudest of is not one of her own. 


i the autobiography of a very dear friend. | just 








helped get it to a publisher. She was a wonderful per 
son. an American indian woman. She died just last 
year after we finished the project.” The big Diue eyes 
mist over with tears, and her voice trembies slightly 

My current project :s a book my children nave 
been after me to write: my life story.” She points to 
large pads of lined yellow paper stacked on her writ 
ing desk, which faces a large window. ‘| write in 
longhand, and then have it typed. That's one thing 


i've never been abie to do — type.’ 
Offering a bit of hard - earned knowledge to 


young writers, Mrs. Greenieaf says, “the most im- 
portant thing is to have something to say. Then there 
is technique. Very experienced writers always work 
at improving their technique And then there's your 


presentation, which must be interesting and in- 
formative. 
Mrs. Greenieaf is no stranger to CSUS. “in 1960 | 


worked as a cashier in the Food Services in the 
dorms. | had my very own room, right over in Foley 
Hail. The very first day, | sensed a homesickness in 
those fresh faces. So when they showed their cards 
i would took hard at their names, and try to 
memorize them.” She iaughs, “it didn't always work

identifying himself as “Charlie the Tuna” almost 
netted Chapman legai trouble Hoping to capitalize 
on the similarity of the names. he wrote to Starkist, a 
company that advertises its product with a cartoon 
tuna also named Charlie. He told the company of his 
aspiration to swim the Channel and asked for its as- 
sistance 

They sent me a couple of cans of tuna and told 
me to be aware of their trade name, but that really 
doesn't mean anything because my name is Charlie 
Chapman in reality The Tuna’ was given to me by 
other swimmers 

I'm kind of like Charlie Tuna He's always trying 
to catch the hook to make it, but he hasn't caught the 
hook yet But hopefully this year, they're (Starkist is) 
going to hook me up.’ it only makes sense, Chap- 
man rationalizes since “every time | get advertized 
they get advertized 

Things are starting to look up for the Tuna. in the 
near future. Channel 10 will do a feature on him 
within a month, says Chapman 

After the Channel. swim. Chapman says, “i want 
to swim the Sea of Galilee. ! want to swim down the 
Nile River If i get the right promotion, i'm planning 
to swim from Sacramento to the ocean.”
